It shall be unlawful for any 
person, persons or corporation to erect 
and maintain telephone poles or other 
telephone apparatus, and string wires 
thereon, in, along, over or on any 
street, alley or puolic place within the 
city of Benton Harbor, ex c e p ta s here­ 
inafter provided.
